-Mr. .lustici Walkcm yesterday bamlcd 
down Ills judgment in Duulop VS. Haney, 
an adverse action luuler the Mineral act. 
The judgment is of parlieiibu- interest 
to lawyers and mincr.s, dealing as it does 
with the manner in which uiiaiug suits 
should be conducted. The judgment fol- 
lows: 

This is an "adverse" action under the 
Mineral act. The plalntifl: look out bis 
writ ou the 5th of August, 1H1I7. On the 
2nd of August, IS'M, be applieu sacccss- 
fully to have it renewed, and the renewal 
was issued us of that date. The applica- 
tion for renewal was, as usual, made e.'c 
parte upon alliaavit. Tho defendant now 
moves on notice that the order for re- 
newal, and all siihscquent proceedings 
taken bv the plainlilf, bo set aside on the 
following amoiiK other grounds, iianudy: 
That Mo bona liile effort was made on 
behalf of the plaintiff to serve tbo orig- 
inal writ, aud that he was therefore not 
entitled to have tbo writ renewed; and 
that he was guilty of laches in not serv- 
ini; it, and in not taUiiiK steps to prose- 
cute the action, as re(Hiircd by seclioii 
;.;7 of the Mineral act. 

1 allowed the renewal as a renewal is 
seldom refused, any opposition to it 
beim; a matter for considerat icn by tlie 
defendant wlien served with tin? writ. 
There is no evidence which satisfactorily 
exi)laiiis the iion-service of the orifjiiial 
writ. The only explanation offered is 
that which appeiir.s in the alliilavit of the 
plaintiffs S(diciti>r, Mr. Elliott; and that 
(explanation is that be tbou^dit that, a.s 
.Mr. Hunlop had not complied with the 
terms of a certain orilcc made in .lane, 
ISiKi, in an action in wliieh he (l)iinlop) 
was plaint iff and Haney and I'bislow 
were defendanis, the iiuestion in the 
prc\scnt action was disposed of by that 
order, as the order dealt with the same 
mineral ground. Nevertheless he ciirae, 
so he says, to the conclusion in July, 
IS'JS— that is to say, nearly a year after 
lie liad taken out his writ— that Ij; would 
be lietter to serve It. He does not clearly 
sliow why he came to that conclusion, 
nor can I see why he arrived at it. Tlie 
action he refers to and the present notion 
are not between the same parties, inas- 
much aa Bnslow is no party to this 
action. Moreover it is well-known that 
under .the system of adverse proceedings 
a plaintiff Who may succeed in preventing 
the issue of a crown grant to his oppoij- 
ent may in turn be iiusuccesaful in a 
contest witli claimants for the same 
ground, owing to their title beiiiK 
superior to his. Again, an unsttcccssfiil 
defendant may subseiiuently he a sue- 
; cessful plaintilf against the same ndver- 
sarj'. I need not instance cases. Mr. 
I Elliott's explanation fails to account for 
I tho delay that occurred. If ibis action 
bad been an ordinary one, tho plaintilT's 
right to a renewal could not have been 
questioned; liut by section ,'57, above 
I referred to, a<'tionH like the present one 
; must be coninienced within a certain 
time, and prosecuted " with reas(jiial)le 
dilifieuce to linal juilninent." This 
would ajipear to be imperative, for the 
le.:;islalnre ini media tely afterwards says 
that " failure to so eoiniiieuce or so 
prosecute sliall be diMuiied to he a waiver 
<if the plaintilT's claim." 
I Some allidavfts have been filed explain- 
iug the delay wiiich occurred in the ser- 
vieo of the renewal writ; but tboy have 
' obviously nothing to do with tbo case 
before ine. It apppar.s to me that I have 
no alternative hut to allow the plaintiff's 
motion. Were I to do otherwise I 
' should be overriding (bo aliove provision 
of the legislature, which is evidently one 
of public policy, as its aim is to secure, 
I ss far as possible, a speedy adjiistuienl 
of miiiin;; ilispnies, and thus promote 
the dievelopnieiit of the mineral interests 
of till' country. It assuredly would be 
I a most mis(diievoiis tiling to bold that a 
I iilaintiff mi^^lit. in the face of this jirovi- 
; siou, take oat a writ, put it in his 
' pock(.'t, keep it there for nearly 12 months 
, and then, as in this e.-ise, ni.ike a sort 
of spasmodic elEort to serve it at the 
last moment. 

It is also to bo observed that tin- legis- 
lature, when passing section ;{7, must lie 
taken to have known the e.Kistinp rules 
of I'iMjrt, as they are statutory riil(>s, 
with respect to the commencement and 
prosecution of ordinary actions, and that 
the effect of that section would, in ac- 
tions like the present one, he to abridf;e 
the time given by tho rules for the ser- 
vice of writs in ordinary actions.

l/oslie Clay and Trustee R. B. McMiek- 
ing. The room was crowded, and foi' 
so many speakers the meeting did not 
last long. The Lieutenuut-Governor 
was the first to speak. Although a res^^ 
dent of British Columbia for a quarter 
of a century, it had never before bciwi 
his privilege, he said, of attending a 
meeting of so nniny teachers, and with- 
out; being fulsome or using Irish blarney 
be could say that he w-as very favorably 
impressed. There was one suggestion 
lie desired to mak(> — soim'tliiiif,' that had 
long been on his mind— and he rcipu'sled 
that the teachers consider it and lie pre- 
p.ired lo write essays on it for tlie fortli- 
comiiig institute meeting.

Kt^idiag, writing, 
aiitiunelic, geogi-aphy, granmiar and 
history were the snbjei-ls he believed 
ou;:ht to he laiif,-ht, and he would say 
tiiat aii.v lio.v or j,'irl. man or wiuiian wbn 
had a llioniugh knowledge of tlies,. was 
by III! means illiterate. Most boys are 
wilhilrawu from school at the age of 1,'! 
or 1 1, and the conseiiueilce was that they 
had a very iuijierfei't knowledge of ten 
or twelve subjects. lie closed his re- 
ni.-irks with an appeal to the teachers to 
ciinvidei- the subject. 

.Aloy.ir Ucdieru rollowed His Honor, 
lie was (iiie of lhos(> who had witnessed 
till' growth of the jiresiMit system of 
eilniation in. this province, and regretted 
c.\<ccdiiigly seeing (ine who had been so 
iiistrumeiital in the building uii of the 
system mnv sever his connei-tion with it. 
As for any cnluf;ies fi-oin him of Dr. 
Po|)e, lie saiil, it would be like relining 
gold. .Many ar<' apt to nndervalne the 
woi-k of Ihe s.'hoid teacher. lie spoke 
as a scbniil teacher himself of some 
months' cxiierience. The only sugges- 
tion hr wished to make was to have the 
iioiiii hour extended, giving tile boy or 
girl living iierliaps sonii! little dislaiu'C 
from s<duiol more time to cat his or her 
meal. I a conclusion he wished, on be- 
half of the city, to extend a very hearty 
welcome to the teachers.

THE ElfillT HOUR LAW. 

'I'lii- mint.' owners in Ivooleniiy are con- 
siderably agitated over the eight-hour 
law passed lost session for the regulation 
of minora working underground. For a 
long lime this has been the law in the 
mines and things have adjusted 
(hemselves to it, but it is an innovation 
in metalliferous mines, and there set-ms 
to be danger of its interfering with 
oi>cratioU8 in Kootenay. The Hritish 
America Oori'oration is giving the law 
■i month's trial in lUv Le Roi niine. and 
it is said that if the resuU shov.-s an 
increase in tlie oxi)ense of operating, the 
miners will be given the alternative of a 
reduction of p-iy or the closing of the 
mine. The managers of the silver-lead 
n)in<.'s fc.d unable to pay the same wages 
for eight hours as for ten, and are urging 
the government to withdraw the applica- 
tion of tlio law from Kootenay. The 
i(%isiatiou was put through the house so 
quietly that no one seems to liave been 
aware of il— that is, no one specially 
(•onccrned in ils I'lTc^cts. This was a 
Ktrauge way of dealing with one of the 
iPiost imiKirtant industries of the prov- 
ince. The change may, as wo have 
pointeil iiul, have a very serious and 
delriiiienlal cfl'ect upon mining, and lliusr 
whom il is os|ensil)ly designed to benefit 
may be the sufferers by it. Such legis- 
lation ought not to be passed without 
lunple niilici bi'ing given, in oriler tlnit 
ibosc must riiiiciTUi'il may havi' an o|ipor- 
timily of presenting their views to the 
legislature. On tiio general proi)osition 
of an eight-hour day underground, we 
are inclined to think that it has much 
to recommend it in an abstract wny; 
but the mine owners are con froiii I'd by 
"a condition, not a theory." It is a 
siniph! matter of business, in which they 
and their employees are equally con- 
cerned, and about which there should 
liAvc been consultation before any legis- 
lation was put upon tJie statute book.

It will strike the in- 
vestors first and afterwards the general 
public. Il is this: The capitalization of 
these combinations really means that the 
luajoritv i>l' thrill arc hi'ing snlil for iiiuch 
iiiori' than lliey ;iri." worth. While busi- 
ness pro.sperity is at its height, no great 
danger is to he apprehended on this 
acci,nnt, but let things take a downward 
liirn. let there be a dein:ind l"i>r money, 
sucli as may arise on short notice almost 
at any time, ami these trust stocks and 
bonds will be thrown upon a uiiirkot that 
does not want tlieni. with very disastrous 
results. lOvery one ulm has been watch- 
ing flu- stock niiirket kno\>s bow some 
Stocks have recently gone up in price at 
a rate calculated to turn the coolest head. 
-Miiiost any one can cite cases where 
they have advanced to a jiriee that has 
made fortunes for their owners in a short 
tiiiie. Now stoclis, put on till' market 
at par, doubtless represented ciuite as 
much as the property they stand for is 
worth, and in most cases more. Let such 
slocks go nil to 200, and who is able to 
lidl just what they refireseiU. in value? 
The speculator does not trouble himself 
much about this. He would not care 
what tho stock represented so long as ho 
could make a profit by buying or selling 
it. He never inteiids to keep any of it. 
I5iit all the same these inllated values 
must be taken as real in connection with 
the nnriiey market. Tlie inflation is gen- 
eral. Every man In the United States 
believes the country to be on the high 
roail to nnpreceileiiled prosperity. But 
nothing can be surer than that then^ will 
he a break before long, and when it 
comes these Stocks will go down with 
n rush that will moan ruin to thousand 
and temporarily eiubarrass the busiiies 
of the whole i-onutry, to which indeed 
its evil elTeets cannot bo confined. 

We therefore regard the growth of 
trusts in the United States as an exceed- 
ingly dangerous feature of the business 
sftuation. For the time being it doubB- 
le.«;s means nn iibundance of money in 
circulation and much profitable specula- 
tion; but unfortunately it also means 
that when the tide turns — and a very 
small thing may turn it — the disaster 
will bo tremendous.

Tin- result of this appea 
the granting of a subsidy for n niilway, 
wliich will extend from the Canadian Pa- 
cific to tide water on James Bay. 
Many things can be said about Hudson's 
Bay and the country along its shon 
which will fire the imagination of On- 
tiirio people more than nnytliing that has 
yet boon said. There is that reported 
di.scovery of gold in paying quantities 
east of tho Mackenzie river. There 
seems to bo good foundation for this. 
Now, if it shall be established that the; 
auriferous area of Canada extends into 
the great waste region l.ving botweoii 
the rirer named and Hudson's Bay, un 
doubtcdly one of the best, if not tlie 
best, way of reaching it will be by 
steamer up the bay to (^liesterlield Inlet. 
an<i from the head of the inlet by tho 
numerous waterways to the gold fields. 
At present Hudson's Bay is a long dis- 
tance from the eenlres of population, as 
we reckon disttince nowadays, that is, 
b'- tin? time and expense of travelling. 
Build the 2-15 miles of railway Ijetwi 
the O. I'. R. and the head of Jame.t 
Bay, and the great Mediterranean of. 
Canada will become tlie scone of explor- 
ation to an unprecediMiled degree. 

Wv regard ibis new departuri' on the 
part of Ontario with lively satisfaction. 
There is a vast region to be opened Ufi, 
and it will give the whole Dominion a 
new status before llo^ eyes of the world 
to have practical (IciiionsI ra I ion afforded 
that it lias valuable territory lying far 
to tho north of its present inhabiteil 
area. The broadening of Canada is one 
of the Colonist's favorite themes.

Eyans, nnumger la B. C. tor 
the Ciinudu Pulut Co.) 
TUc pine tree, from whence what Is com- 
monly known iis spirits of turpentine Is 

pioihioer— as far a.s the American contlueut 
Is t'<incernea— (lourislies in tho large sandy 
districts o£ tlio stiites of North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and some parts of Florida. 
.SiivannuU Is the chief shipping port, but 
lingo shipments ure also made from OharlOB- 
lou and 'WlUniiigton. 

Tin; pUuis aii.slndls, or louj,' leaved pine, 
although comparatively still abundant in 
some sections, Is being most unaieriifnlly 
"farmed" or tapped for tnrpenllue, and 
unless tlie womls are conserved one of tlio 
rlclicBt sources of llie south will 1)0 seriously 
(Miilangered. As Is well known, turpentine 
Is very extensively used lu the manufacture 
lit varnishes, Jiipans and paints. It iB also 
used meUlelually, both Internally and In 
smull doses and na ii liniment In throat uud 
lung complututs and in rheumatic and ueu- 
iiilglo cases. The rich odor emnnatlng from 
the pine forests Is also extremely honelicliil 
In bronchial tronliles, and there are several 
Invalids' resorts among the pines In South 
Carolina anil (ienr^la, especially for people 
Htfectcd with elicsl alTecllons. 'Purpenllne 
Is obtained, to be brief, by making an In- 
cision or pocket in tlii' pine tree, Into which 
the crude "turps" or sap Hows. This Is 
gatlieri'd anil iranspca-ted to the stills for 
instillation. A visit to one of those stills 
la the pine forests or "plney woods." as 
tliey are loi'iilly termed. Is extremely en- 
tertaining. The "works" are of a niosS 
simple aiitl rmij,'li chariieti'r, but those who 
ilell^'ht in seeing niilure yielding one of Its 
most interesting products, even by crude 
iirtlele, ure amply rewarded by a survey 
of the unique and Interesting surroundings. 
The colored gentry who work at the "stills" 
lire a jolly lot, and will meet tho visitor 
cordially, esi)eelally it the "white geinmeu 
fr<nn dt? north" Is of a genial character and 
can crack a Joke, produce a llask of "li<>ii- 
zlnD" or has a pouch full of the fragrant 
weed. In this out-of-door life, prndiuliig 
turpentine and the various products which 
KO miller the head of naval stores, one sees 
the negro at his best, and I have seen some 
lianilsiime "ilarkeys." mapnincently pro- 
portioned, strong as lions nnd full of agility 
and "go." The country ncKro Is far ahead 
of the town-bred article for pbyslipie. lio- 
for the war, although he had no luxury, 
the negro was reasonably conifortahlc. and 
his surronndlugs nnd mode of life were 
more lienlthy than they ofter are now. 
He lived In the country, whereas he now 
crowds Into the towns; his log cabin let 
In more air than the houses lu which he 
now dwells. Rtovos nnd furnncps wore un- 
known tn the south, with their dry nnd per- 
nicious heat, cheery open lire-places with 
reslnons pine lo;;s being mostly In vogue. 
Consninpt Ion was ran", hat iietliiix as wall-, 
ers In Miper-lieiilril ronms Is killing lliidr' 
vitality riiplilly. Saiulin was fairly well fi d 
lu the old days ami liiippy la Ills environ- 
ment; be was debarred from many excesses 
In whicli h,. ni.w ludnli,'es wltlionl stint, 
'i'he pure ,\frlcans are lieeoming fewer In 
aiimber. iiail I'le gnidiiiil adinlxliire of 
white bliKiil lends lo deteriorate llieiii and 
destroy tliidr stamina. The [line district 
ol' the south Is very much freipiepted In 
the winter by visitors from tho north who 
ivlsh to eseaiio the rigors of a uortborn 
illunito. At cortnin sonsons the character 
of the scenery Is vcr.v picturesque, with 
the cotton llelds, oaks, magnolias, myrlles 
mill .lasiulnes. Tho trailing arbnlns, the 
eree|iing and (dlinbing vines an' profuse and 
haul a charm to the landscape. 

There are a number of towns and resorts 
la Nvlili'h 111 spend a ideasiinl snjiiiirn. 
Aiken. S. r.. Is a favorite lesorl. The 
siirrnmidlio; roiiiiii-y Is Kniiicwliat hilly, 
the ground Idi^li and the air dry and heallli- 
fnl until about the first of May, when the 
heat becomes trylm; and llie Insects do- 
eldediy amioyliif,'. Savannah is the chief 
shipping pnliil for turiiealliie, and Is a 
beautiful plaee, well laid out. with some 
very pretty drives. V.'Unilngton, North 
(Carolina, and Chnrlcston, South CnroUnn, 
are both const towns from whence "spirits" 
are exported In large quantities, nnd arc 
Interesting places largely patronized by 
northern tourists on the Journey to and 
from Plorldn who desire to get ncellmnted 
hy easy stages, Charleston Is a nico stop- 
over point, nnd Is full of historical remin- 
iscences. Hero Is Castle rinckney, the 
nncostrnl home of the autlior of the saying 
In revolnllonary times "Millions for de- 
fence hut not a cent for tribute." Fort 
Sumter, where the llrst Run was tired in 
the civil war, April ]'_', 1.SI11, can bo visited 
hy ferry boat. A promenade on the battery 
or sen wall, which looks out Into the linr- 
hor, Is very enjoyable and refreshing on a 
crol sprlns evening. St. Michael's iduircli 
Is n grnnd edlllce, having numerous inonu- 
mento and "brasses" inscribed with names 
nnd having associations dear to the heart 
oC \hi. hci,pUahlc southerner.

Among the papers read at the mooting 

of tho Touchers' In.stitute was one by 
Principal Piiul, of liie A'ictoria High 
School, ou "The Teaching of Current 
Events." The paper follows: 

The teucliilig of history is iierhiips one 
of the most important and at tlie same 
tiiui' most ditUcult tasks imposed upon 
lis. To teach children to memorize events 
and diites only is not to touch history. 
"History iu the most correct use of th 
word" (I quote from the EncyclupLHliii 
Britannica.) "means the prose narrative 
of past events, ;is probably "'oe us the 
fallibility of human tcstiiimny will al- 
low." The bare fact that a king leigneil 
iu a certain year, or was defeated in 
battle with a neighbor. Is perliaps 
chronologically valuable, but it is not 
history. History only attains its full 
staliire when it not only records lint 
desciilies in consii ieralile filliiess simie 
social eveaits and evolution, when it 
marks change and growth, the muveiiieni 
of society from one jiliase to aiiollu>r. 

History is of two kinds— tln> eld or 
artistic t.viie of history, and the new or 
socioligical type. The artistic: tpyo in- 
vented by the liroeks rouiiiined the ideal 
of history till coinpurativtly recent times. 
The aim was iierfection of literary form, 
weight and dignity of hiiigaiige, depth 
of moral and sagacity of political reliec- 
tion. It was habitually careless and in- 
different as regards research. But its 
chief distinction from the new one was a 
negative one; it had no conception of 
society as uu organism; no suspicion of 
the depth and variety of the social forces 
which uudcrlic an|l originate the visible 
events which it describes often with ad- 
mirable power. The now history is to a 
great extent chai-iicterized by opposite 
(lualities. Its preocciipatioiL about lit- 
erary form is secondary, moral relleclinu 
it rather avoiils; btit it is lutioriims he 
yoiid precedent iu research, and iiliove 
all it is pregnant with tlie uotiou that 
society is a great aggregate of forces, 
moving according to laws special to it 
and similar to those producing evolution 
ami growth analogous to what wo s 
other forms of life. 

It would seem then that , the study of 
history in order to be of any value, must 
follow one or other of these types, i.e., it 
must convey miu'al and political lessons, 
or it innst show forth the evolution and 
^■iiiwlli nf siiciety. Perluqis it might 
be pessilde to uiiile the two types. Hill 
it is cle.-ir that disconnected events with 
their .appriipriate d.-ites can have no ad- 
vantage attached to their aciinisilinii at 
all <'omniensurati' with the time consiiiii- 
i-d in louriiing them. I canimt help think- 
ing that history, as set forth in our text 
books and presuniahly taught in our 
schools is not the Iiistory tliat ought to 
be taught. I'erhaps it is too iniicli to 
expect children to be siidicieiitly rcce)>- 
tive to uudersttiml a more philosophical 
treatment of history than is at present 
meted out to them. But our aim shnuld 
be in that direction, and certainly more 
advaiiccMl pupils of the i)iil)lic tiiul high 
schools could appreciate luid profit by 
a more scionlitic treatment of liie suh-

So much I have briefly set before you 
regarding the alms and matmer of teach- 
ing history. And you will see that 1 do 
not underrate the importance of the sub- 
ject. I will not enter upon vwhat I con- 
sider a most important matter, namely, 
tho part of the history of our country 
which it Is most ilesirahle that our pupils 
shouhi loam. Chronologically bistniy 
may be classiHcd us ancient history -the 
history of inau from llie earliest ant hen- 
til' records to the destruction of the Ito- 
man empire. ,\.l), -ITtI: iiioilieval history 
- thi^ history of the period which extends 
from .\.I). -ITC) to the beginning of the 
sixteenth century: and modern history— 
from the close of the miilille ages to Ihe 
present time. Some German liistorians 
sub-divide luodcrn history into Inter his- 
tory (from 1-1!)12 to the beginning of the 
Freiieli revolution in 17.S".)I. tind latest 
histm-y (from ITSU to the present time). 
Of course it would lie most desiralilo if 
all thes*' periods could be studied care- 
fully, but I think you will agree with ine 
that it is impossitile that that I'aii be 
acciimiilished ill our schools. What peri- 
od, tlieii, ought to be selectcl as most 
iiniiortani '.' We usually begin our teiicli- 
iiig of history with the laiiiling of .hilius 
('ai'sar, and bring it down li the pres- 
ent tinu>— ni)iiiiiially. But I fear that 
few tcaidiers reai-li to within ten years of 
the iiics<'iit time. I'veii it' they have lei- 
sure to discuss the reign of Victoria at 
all. Now if any part of that period is to 
I itt"d, 1 siilimit that it is llie for- 
mer ;iiid not the latter that should be 
left eiit. llistni-y j iii-ri'ii ses in interest as 
it cullies cliisrr to the present ibiy, just 
.IS the diiin.L;s of living, moving, :inil 
thinking men .iiid \\ (inieu are more iiiler- 
estiiiK tli;in tile acts of men and women 
wli.i have Imig ago gone to their place, 
theiigli their iiuportuuce in their day and 
generation was veiy great, and even 
though their acts have made our ovvn lib- 
erties mure secure, and our own lives 
more tolerable. In the evohltion of 
science the new knowledge! ever starts 
fiiini the old whetlier its results be to 
improve, to shift, or to supersede it. The 
history of astronomy extends for enough 
back to show its barbiirie stages when 
the earth was regarded as u flat surface 
overarched by a solid dome or firmament; 
and when not only was the ruu consid- 
ered to move riiund the earth, but ifs 
inolious as widl as the moon's were re- 
ferred to the guidance ;iiid even the 
impulse of iiers<iniil deities. Beginning 
with this lirst stage of tile science tlieie 
lies before us the whole record of the 
exactor observation and closer rea.soning 
which have gradually roplacod those 
I hildlike savage conceptions by tlie most 
perfect of physical theories. The lir-t 
stagi'H ar" interestinu' and instructive, 
but the science as it exists really of 
the only true iniiiortaiier. Tims iiga'ii 
the history of ni'diciiie slimvs inipii.ve 
menl alter improvenieni uii lb" ni'le 
surgical nppliaiiei's ami the ineagfe list 
iif edlcient drugs wliiidi the baibari' 
leech bad at his dispnsal while its theory 
has changed even more alisohiiely th:iii 
its iiraclice: for medical history begins 
with the ancient woild hiddieii fust to 
the savage diadriiie that iiiiidiiess, <'id- 
lepsy, fever, and other iliseiiscs are 
caused by demeiis possessing the patient, 
a heih'f whiidi is slil' that of half the 
human race, but whi(di it litis been the 
slow but sui'cessful taslc of seientilie 
pathology to sujiersede in the civili^i^il 
world. The studv of tnediidne is the 
study of the soienco' ns il oxisl.'t at the 
present time. The history of medicine, 



and the records of the lives and labors 
of distinguished miMlical men of old, are 
interesting and instructive — hut the re- 
sulting interest and instrmdion is inaiiily 
due to a knowledge of thi' achievements 
of science of to-day, and to an accinaint- 
iiiice with the works of living and recent 
writiTs. Again— and 1 lio]n> 1 do not tire 
you with cxani]iles— in order to ac(piire a 
knowledge of naval architecture, winilil 
it he neces.sary to study any vessel not 
tilloat at the present time? Would it he 
necessary to go hack to the dug-out of 
the savage, or even to the triremes of the 
Romans or the galleys of the Voiu;tiiiiis? 
Would not even Nelson's "Victory" be 
ont of place in such a stndyV Would 
not such a retrospect be more amusing 
thiin instructive? No art or science ever 
has been or can be now advanced by 
geing backwards and copying earlier 
forniii or those applicable to other times 
and circumstances. And us witli other 
sciences, so it is with the science of soci- 
ology. Society must not only be studied 
in its various stages, from barbarism 
upwards, but its condition at the lu-esenl 
day must be considered. The earlier 
stages tire interesting as shoeing how 
society ns it exists was evolveil, but the 
study of ihem is only useful to throw 
light on its existing comliiien and is not 
per so iinportaiil. If one is onl.v con- 
versant with the past, and is ignorant of 
the iiresent condilion of the w-orld, he 
misses the coiileniplatioii of soidcty in 
what is presumably its most iierfect 
stagi', f<n- the living cannot conciive 
anything more perfect than what they 
are di>hig or they would apply it. 

While then there can be no iiuestioii 
that man.v moral and imlitical lessons 
can be learned from the study of ancient 
and medii'val history, there is no dniibt 
in my mind that later history is more 
important than either .iml latest history 
than any, lOviM'y boy anil girl is inlrr- 
esti-d in events that occurred within the 
mcnior.v of his or her fatlii^r or tearln 
still more so in events that liave ecn 
red in his or lier own life time: wli 
Ihe story nf afi'airs that occurred yi 
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tia-day or l.-ist week is , 
;iiid retained witliont dill 
linii conviction that it would be iiiiicb 
belter to know the liislnry , f the pres<'iil 
rei;,'n well tlian be Ihoren-lily couvcrsaiil 
with all other histery and he i-iiorant 
of that. .\iid one day in the week, at 
least, should be put apart lor the sliidy 
of tho affairs that have occurred during 
the wcidv iuinieilialely p i eeei ling - 1 ha t 
is, to eiirrent events. When we look 
hiick on the last few years we ciinnid 
help being struck M'itli the rapidity with 
which events of the highest importance 
to the world have followed each other. 
Tho world's wonder of yesterdny is for- 
gotten for some wiually important event 
of to-dny. A study of the events as they 
occur is therefore to be recommended, 
for when learned when tho exciteinent 
about theni in quite fresh they an^ easily 

learned, but if put off till tliey 1 onie 

ohi history the Interest has gone and 
the acquisition of them has become irk- 
some. And is there anything to bo leirn- 
cd from these events, which can he bel- 
ter learned from ancient or medicviil liis- 
loryV Are there no moral or political 
lessons to be learned from the history of 
the past few years? AA''e have aeon" old 
nations like Siuiiii and China falling into 
decay from different causes — but yet 
from causes whic'h we e,-in trace from 
day to day. 'We have .si'i-n the Anglo- 
Saxon bid llio world Indd her "hands 
off" wluMi (heir kinsmen across tlie -At- 
lantic wore purging tlie new world of its 
ancient (Mirse. We have seen tliesr kins- 
men stretch out their h.-iiols in gratitude 
across Ihe ocean and pledge amity to 
their inollier land from which they liiid 
long been estranged by real or fiineied 
wrongs— that mother land to which they 
liad almost challenged to fight a few- 
years ago over tho Venoztiehin houn- 
dary rpie.slion. Wo have seen Britiiin 
twice rise in her might and mobilize her 
licet to show great, powers that her pa- 



tieiice was not iiu'.\liaiistihle— once when 
Empei-or William congratulated thi?Bo(>rs 
on defeating an irregular invasion of a 
few Britons under Dr. .laiuesoii, and 
again when France atteinptetd to throw 
an obstacle to our popular sidienie of 
joining Cairo iind Ihe Cape by railway, 
by occupying Fnshoila. We have seen 
our soldiers tight, as they have always 
fought und will always light, bravely In 
support of the dear old flag both on the 
Indian frontier and In the Soudnn, when 
our most gallant General Lord Kitcliener 
by his wonderful powers of organiziition 
and generalship letl them to crush ihr 
vilest nest of cruel and evil-living but 
wltbal brave men that has probably ever 
existed on this fair earth of ours, to 
strike the chains from thousands of our 
fellow men, and to free women from a 
fate worse than death. 

But it is uiiiiecessary to remind you of 
events us fresh in your memory as they 
are In mine. They are absorbingly in- 
teresting, and I can assure you from 
my own exi>erience th;it yotuig pi'ople 
are delighted not only to reccdve instnie- 
tion in current I'vents, hut also to sis-k 
tlieni out themselves. It seems to bi' 
enough that the news be reeeiil to ni.-ike 
tliem interesting. Mr. Paul lierr ilc- 
seriheil in detail the nudhod eiiiiiloyed 
by Mr. Kiissidl, of tlie High seliool. in 
teaching ibis subject. Then llie men 
of the lu-esent day. Are they less noble 
tb:iii the noble iiu-ii of oldV When I 
think of (lladstone. the Christian geiitJe- 
inaii. ii|>right statesman and silver- 
tongued orator, I think he canind be 
surjiassed in older history. What almut 
Gordon, the Go<l-fearing soldier, break- 
ing his heart in IClitirtoiim in his at- 
tempts to induce his only half-loyal fol- 
lowers, for whom he bad dared so nnndi. 
to hold out only n little loii;,'er. anil look- 
ing ever northward for Indp that would 
j net i iiine, dying as he lived— a faithful 
I .-I lid true gentleman, wliosi> meinory the 
llillle rescued outcasts of Woolwich still 
! rcvereiic<. and love ns tiie only friend 
; jierliaps tln\v ever knew. Ilis death 
iccomplished all that he cniild liave 
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I desired. Britain never forgot liiin 
l-l years afterwards his inunb-rers were 
dead or lleidiig for their lives, and peace 
and lib'Tty was assured to tlie Soudan. 

No more gallant deed can be discov- 
ered in history than that of 12 British 
soldiers on the northwest frontier of 
liidia la.st year, whose bodies were found 
with their riUes lying beside them, 
minus the breech-blocks. Standing 
buck to back they had kept off over- 
whelming numbers of Afridis till their 
last cartridge was expended, iind then 
they had tossed their breech-blocks over 
tt cliff, so that their weapons, thus ren- 
dered useless, might never be tamed 
against their couatrj-nacn. They tlien 
fiUinly awaited the dentil they knew 
w-ould follow, for quarter Is noithei- 
given nor nski^d by these frontier tribes. 

Mtiny interesting and iustruetive les- 
sons lire to he derived in the teaching of 
such ovents^lessons which we do not 
well to neglect to'impart 

-Agiiln, in such teaching, social ovoln 
tion in every stage of progress is to be 
observed in the difforent countries of the 
w-orld. People who have not advameil 
further than the hunter sl igp, iiastoral 
aud nomadic people, as well as tillers of 
the .<oll, are to he found now as tliey 
were ages ago. All kinds of govern- 
ments— absolute momirchie.s, limited 
nionar<diie4, repiihlics— are (o he met 
with. lieligions and creeds without 
number exeinplify (be spiritunl aspira- 
tions of mankind, from tlio pure religion 
of (Christ to the debasing fetishism of the 
.'\ f ric;ui.

I nauio and position on map, hut as some- 
I thing living, soniething ooiitaiiiing huiiiau 
llitiiigs, with wii'ise doings and liabits he 
has some aeiiuiiintiuice, animals nnd 
idaiits with tli'J forms of which he is 
l'i:niiliar. TiiUe your pupils iihvay.s on 
" porsonally eondiieted tours," by well- 
kiie-wn trade routes, deseiiliiiig cieli 
place :is well as you can when you eoiue 
to it. 'I'lie dre.-:s, as well as the religion, 
lial'ilji and customs of tie..' native! will 
help to giv(> form ami color lo the menial 
[licturcH in your pupils' minds. When 
ynu see in tlie paiier about some new 
eugiueoriiig uudert.iking— for example 
the Nicaragua canal or the canal ite- 
tween Uiga and Khuson — your pupils' 
iiiteiitioii would naturally be drawn to 
it in one nC j'-our weekly lessons, and thus 
the aetiuaintance with another small part 
of Ihe earth ■would probably be added to 
( heir geographical knowledge. 

Thus by combining geography with the 
teachuig of current events the pupils' 
ideas and synipntliics are enlarged. They 
will fiH'J that they Imow something about 
till! people ^vho iuliabit this earth along 
■with (liem. Tliey are no longer [iro- 
viiicial. They become alive to the fact 
that there arc other people ou the earth 
Iiesidos (hose of their own color and 
kindred, "who have hands, organs, 
(liiueiisions. senses, affections, passions; 
fed Willi the siiino food, hurt ■with the 
same weapons, subject to tho same dis- 
eases, healed by the siimo means, warmed 
and cooli'd liy the same winter and siini- 
iiier as a Cliristiiin is." They will find 
(hat Ilritaiii and the Uritish I'viiipiri? are 
coiiiilries of wliicli tlu'y may [irouilly 
hoasl of being citizens, but " tliey will 
also fun! that-other countries liavi! their 
Virtues, and otiier peoples luive their good 
Iioints, from which they might well learn.
